O Woman acquitted of manslaughter is back 
in jail after failing to go to transition centre

A transgender woman who was 
recently freed from prison after 
being acquitted for manslaughter 
is back behind bars. The woman, 
who was convicted with the less¬ 
er sentence of trying to rob an 
injured man as he lay in the street, 
is now accused of breaching the 
conditions of a plan meant to help 
her return to society. 

Joseph McNabb, 29, was sup¬ 
posed to immediately go and live 
at a North End-area transition cen¬ 
tre as a condition of her sentence 
but failed to do it, according to alle¬ 
gations made in court records. 

McNabb is also accused of fail¬ 
ing to report to probation officials, 
as Justice Kenneth Hanssen ordered 
she must do as part of a June 10 sen¬ 
tencing decision. 

Police said McNabb was arrest¬ 
ed June 20 in the 200 block of Gar¬ 
iy Street, five days after a warrant 


was issued. Probation officers had 
no idea where she went, the war¬ 
rant states. 

McNabb was acquitted of 
manslaughter in the death of Evaris- 
to Caniuman, 60, but was found 
guilty of attempting to rob him after 
an altercation at Sargent Avenue 
and Young Street in April 2009. 

The court found McNabb caused 
Caniuman’s death after shoving 
him to the ground, but ruled the 
force she used was reasonable in 
protecting her property. 

At sentencing, the Crown pushed 
for more jail time for McNabb, large¬ 
ly based on her prior convictions 
for violating court orders. 

Hanssen declined, saying double 
credit for the year of time she served 
awaiting trial plus the probation 
was adequate. 

The judge also cited the ridicule, 
abuse and assaults McNabb faced 
in her home community of Moose 
Lake, along with conditions she 
faced in jail because of her gender 
as reasons for his decision.

O Companies hope situation won’t 
affect coming school graduations

A handful of Winnipeg lim¬ 
ousine drivers parked 
themselves on the grounds 
of the Manitoba legislature 
yesterday in hopes of get¬ 
ting answers about a round 
of weekend inspections 
that kicked some of their 
cars to the curb for a time. 

Some company owners 
are calling the timing of the 
Saturday-evening inspec¬ 
tions an example of “bully¬ 
ing” by transportation 
officials. 

Ricky Brar of Hollywood 
Limousine Service said 
limos were pulled over on 
the roadside, starting in the 
late evening, a time when 
there’s a push for their serv¬ 
ices in the city. 

Some cars were held up 
for more than two hours, 
said Shawn Gliddon of Win¬ 
nipeg Limousine. “It really 
screwed up the flow of cus¬ 
tomer service,” he said. 


The number 
llO of vehicles 
licensed by the TCB 
operated by Winnipeg- 
based limo companies, 
according to the 
provincial government. 


Cars were cited for in¬ 
fractions including prob¬ 
lems with window tinting, 
neon lighting and steering 
troubles. However, the 
Manitoba Taxicab Board 
(TCB) just inspected all 
limos in May, the owners 
contend. 

“We just feel we’ve been 
treated unfairly,” said Brar. 

Police said 27 inspec¬ 
tions were done and 25 
provincial offence notices 
were issued. 

Police had warned late 
last week that vehicle in¬ 
spectors would be working 
over the weekend to tackle 
any safety issues with so- 
called “people movers” — 
vehicles that transport peo¬ 
ple for pay.

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Committee plans to look 
at provincial jail system

A former police chief, a 
women’s advocate and a 
criminal-justice expert 
will advise the province 
on jail expansion and 
new construction plans, 
Justice Minister Andrew 
Swan said yesterday. 

Richard Bruce, former 
Brandon Police Service 
chief, Lucille Bruce, the 
executive director for the 
Native Women’s Transi¬ 
tion Centre, and social 
work professor Dennis 
Bracken will form a com¬ 
mittee on how best to ex¬ 
pand provincial jails and 
the services they offer, 
said Swan. 

The committee will ad¬ 
vise the province on how 
much more space should 
be needed in Manitoba’s 
jails over the next decade, 
as well as what services 
and training could be pro¬ 
vided to inmates to re¬ 
duce recidivism rates. 


Overcrowded 


► Capacity. Inmate count at 
Winnipeg Remand Centre 
is 424 , or 147 per cent over 
capacity. At Brandon, the 
count is 321 , or 129 per 
cent over capacity. 

The elimination of dou¬ 
ble-credit for inmates 
awaiting trial is one fac¬ 
tor that’s causing jail pop¬ 
ulations to rise, Swan 
said. Those numbers 
should fall over time as 
inmates are sentenced to 
federal prisons, he added. 

“In the short term, that 
means more pressure on 
Manitoba’s jail system,” 
he said. 

The committee will re¬ 
port back to the province 
by Dec. 31. 

Swan noted some ex¬ 
pansions of existing jails 
are already underway and 
the construction of a new 
women’s jail is nearing 
completion. 


Man testifies against officer 


A Manitoba man has testi¬ 
fied in a Winnipeg court¬ 
room that he was punched 
in the face and kicked by 
an RCMP officer three 
years ago. 

Conley Papineau of Pine 
Falls claims Cpl. Jeffrey 
Moyse stopped him to ask 
for ID outside a bar, then 


knocked him to the 
ground, handcuffed him 
and threw him in a police 
car. 

Papineau said the car 
pulled off the highway on 
the way to an RCMP de¬ 
tachment and Moyse at¬ 
tacked him again.

O Investigation prompted by complaint made during election campaign 
O Mounties’ move comes after auditor general report into legacy fund 


The RCMP is looking into 
allegations the Harper 
government misappropri¬ 
ated funds in order to lav¬ 
ish $50 million on a 
cabinet minister’s riding 
prior to last year’s G8 sum¬ 
mit. 


The probe comes on the 
heels of an auditor gener¬ 
al’s report earlier this 
month, which concluded 
the government “did not 
clearly or transparently” 
explain how the money 
was going to be spent 


when it sought Parlia¬ 
ment’s approval for a G8 
legacy fund for Tony 
Clement’s riding. 

The Mounties’ involve¬ 
ment was prompted by a 
complaint from former 
Liberal MP Marlene Jen¬ 


nings. She was inter¬ 
viewed last week by three 
RCMP officers. 

“My sense is that 
they’re taking it very seri¬ 
ously,” Jennings said in an 
interview yesterday.

Baird 
shrugs at 
‘public 
relations 
stunt’ 

Foreign Affairs Minister 
John Baird shrugged off 
news of police 
involvement in the G8 
matter. 

“What this is, is a de¬ 
feated Liberal candidate 
in the last election 
pulling off a public rela¬ 
tions stunt,” he told the 
Commons. 

Former Liberal MP 
Marlene Jennings, who 
was defeated in the May 
2 election, first sought 
an investigation in the 
midst of the election 
campaign. Her 
complaint was prompted 
by an early draft of the 
auditor general’s report, 
which was leaked mid¬ 
campaign to The Canadi¬ 
an Press. 

The early draft was 
much more blunt than 
the final version released 


on June 9. It concluded 
the government “misin¬ 
formed” Parliament 
about the G8 legacy fund 
and suggested it may 
have acted illegally. 

In an April 15 letter to 
the director of public 
prosecutions, Jennings 
said the government 
may have wilfully violat¬ 
ed two appropriations 
acts and the Financial 
Administration Act, 
which stipulate that the 
government must 
disclose how it intends 
to spend the money 
when it seeks parliamen¬ 
tary approval for 
funding. 

Jennings said she nev¬ 
er heard back from the 
public prosecutor’s 
office. But she did even¬ 
tually receive a May 24 
letter from the RCMP, ad¬ 
vising her that “the mat¬ 
ter is with A’ Division 
Commercial Crime Sec¬ 
tion.” 

The day after the final 
auditor general’s report 
was released, she 
received a call from Cpl. 
Ray Warner asking her 
to meet with him.

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Opposition bristles 
over back-to-work bill 

O Liberal leader Bob Rae says proposed law to end 
postal strike is ‘undemocratic’ O NDP to vote against bill 


Prime Minister Stephen 
Harper says including 
wage provisions in back- 
to-work legislation for 
Canada Post workers is a 
fair approach. 

But critics and the op¬ 
position say it makes the 
bill biased in favour of 
management of the 
Crown corporation, 
which locked out its em¬ 
ployees last week after a 
series of rotating strikes. 

The Canadian Union of 
Postal Workers says the 
rates outlined in the bill 
are less than what Canada 
Post put forward in its fi¬ 
nal offer, effectively pun¬ 
ishing them for 
exercising their right to 
collective bargaining. 

Opposition Leader Jack 
Layton said yesterday the 


legislation sends a dan¬ 
gerous signal to workers 
that if they don’t accept 
management terms, the 
government will step in 
and impose them. 

Harper did not explain 
why the wages were in¬ 
cluded in the bill. 

“This conflict has been 
ongoing and it is causing 
harm to Canadians who 
are not there at the 
table,” he said during 
question period. 

“We are acting in the 
best interest of the Cana¬ 
dian economy and we are 
also acting in a way that is 
fair for all the employees 
of the Canadian govern¬ 
ment.” 

The two sides were to 
meet yesterday to contin¬ 
ue negotiations. Upon in¬ 


troducing the bill Mon¬ 
day, Labour Minister Lisa 
Raitt had said part of its 
purpose was to lciclcstart 
stalled talks. 

New Democrat MP Yves 
Godin said his party will 
vote against the bill.

Andre Borschberg pi¬ 
lots the Solar Impulse, a 
prototype aircraft pow¬ 
ered exclusively by sun¬ 
light. While that has put 
him into the record 
books as the first pilot to 
fly 24 hours in an entire¬ 
ly solar-powered plane, 
it also causes 
aggravations that 
travellers anywhere 
could relate to. 

Like the time it took 
him 16 hours to fly to 
Paris from Brussels — 
five hours to cover the 
distance and another 11 
hours circling over the 
airport, waiting for wind 
conditions to settle 
down enough for him to 
land. 

The plane has a slim 
dragonfly fuselage with 
a cockpit that fits just 
one pilot.

After completing universi¬ 
ty, I immediately created a 
job hunting strategy and 
used that strategy to find 
an incredible opportunity 
in Australia for a Canadian 
start-up. 

Here is a break-down of 
my job-hunt strategy. 

Contacts: 

Keep your contacts warm 
and give them a reason to 
want to hear from you and 
ultimately help you. No¬ 


body wants to hear from a 
job searcher only when 
they need their help. 

Interact with them via 
their preferred method of 
communication. Some¬ 
times this is informally 
through Twitter, and some¬ 
times it’s a quick email to 
ask them how their vaca¬ 
tion was. By no means 
should you waste anyone’s 
time, but building and 
keeping rapport, even after 
you secure a job, is an es¬ 
sential part of the job hunt. 

I had a spreadsheet (lit¬ 
erally!) that showed me 
who all of my contacts 
were, where they worked, 
and when I last spoke to 
them. Don’t be robotic 


about it, but a little organi¬ 
zation helps keep you on 
track. 

Focus: 

Even if you are willing to 
do anything (I’ve been 
there), try to show some re¬ 
straint and zero in on a few 
job areas or industries. 

While it may seem 
counter-intuitive to limit 
your search, it is actually 
much easier to tailor your 
application to specific jobs 
when they’re all in the 
same industry. 

Motivation: 

Keep yourself motivated 
and positive - nobody 
wants to hire someone 
who is down in the dumps. 
This is an often overlooked 
but important job hunt 
tactic. 

Polish: 

Make sure every aspect of 
the job hunt is done prop¬ 
erly, from having a well 


written, proofread cover 
letter to doing mock inter¬ 
views with someone who 
can give useful feedback. 

I have been on both 
sides of the interview table 
and I can say that people 
who have a polished re¬ 
sume, are dressed appropri¬ 
ately, and are comfortable 
in their knowledge of the 


position and the company 
are rare. 

Get involved: 

Companies want students 
who are motivated and 
show a history of success. 
You may think this means 
work experience, but it can 
also mean extracurricular 
activities and sports teams. 


So, get involved in any way 
you can! 

My advice to employers 
would be to try to craft a 
job posting in a way that 
speaks of your brand. Using 
the typical, dated job post¬ 
ing formula just isn’t going 
to work anymore.

Pietro Saladini was a “star” 
employee. He rarely missed 
work and did whatever he 
could to please his employ¬ 
er, auto parts manufacturer 
Affinia Canada Corp. How¬ 
ever, Saladini’s remarkable 
dedication to his job also 
made him a target. 

As a midnight shift su¬ 
pervisor, Saladini seldom 
saw his family. But, his hard 
work paid off when Affinia 
finally promoted him to a 
supervisor on the compa¬ 
ny’s daytime shift. 

Saladini figured he was 
set with what he referred to 
as the “golden shift” at 
work. But soon after, Affinia 
needed to fill a void when 
business picked up and, in¬ 
stead of hiring an extra em¬ 
ployee to take on some of 


the overflow in work, the 
company figured that Sala¬ 
dini would do the job, with¬ 
out protest. 

Saladini was summoned 
to a meeting with his boss 
and told that his shift 
schedule would change 
and, along with it, he would 
now be given more work 
without a corresponding in¬ 
crease in pay. 

Although Saladini initial¬ 
ly agreed, his loyalty soon 
morphed into anger, believ¬ 
ing that he was being ex¬ 
ploited by the company for 
having worked so hard be¬ 
fore. 

Saladini spoke with his 
boss stating that he did not 


want his shift to change but 
he was quickly told that he 
did not have a choice. He 
could either report to the 
new shift, or the company 
would view him as having 
resigned. When Saladini re¬ 
fused to agree, he was told 
to hand in his keys and es¬ 
corted out of work. Howev¬ 
er, Saladini was not going 
to go quietly this time. 

Believing that the ulti¬ 
matum to take the new 
shift or resign was tanta¬ 
mount to a dismissal, he 
sued Affinia for wrongful 
dismissal, and recently he 
won! 

Canadian courts are 
loath to uphold resigna¬ 


tions proffered under cir¬ 
cumstances of pressure or 
an ultimatum and instead 
will usually find that the 
employee had been fired. 
Here, when Saladini’s boss 
told him that he must ei¬ 
ther take the job or resign, 
he was effectively terminat¬ 
ed, according to the judge, 
who noted that Saladini 
was told to hand in his keys 
and leave, which is far more 
consistent with a dismissal 
than a resignation. A true 
resignation in a voluntaiy 
action.

Returning to Grand Slam 
tennis after a year away 
with health problems, Sere¬ 
na Williams opened her 
Wimbledon title defence 
yesterday by beating Ara- 
vane Rezai in three sets — 
then burst into tears on 
Centre Court. 

After serving her 13th 
ace to close a 6-3, 3-6, 6-1 
victory, Williams buried 
her face in her towel and 
sobbed from her courtside 
chair. She was still crying as 
she left the court, overcome 
with emotion after endur¬ 
ing a long layoff that includ¬ 
ed two foot operations and 
treatment for blood clots in 


her lungs. 

“I usually don’t cry... but 
it’s just been so hard,” the 
four-time Wimbledon 
champion said. “I never 
dreamt I would be here 
right now. And then to win. 
I just wanted to win at least 
one match here.” 

Following Williams on 
Centre Court was Roger 
Federer, who began his 
chase for a record-equalling 
seventh Wimbledon cham¬ 
pionship by beating 
Mikhail Kukushkin of Kaza¬ 


khstan 7-6 (2), 6-4, 6-2 in the 
wind. 

Second-seeded Novak 
Djokovic, playing for the 
first time since his 43- 
match winning streak was 
stopped by Federer at the 
French Open, sailed into 
the second round with a 6- 
4, 6-1, 6-1 victory over Jere¬ 
my Chardy of France. 
Djokovic dropped only 11 
points on serve. 

Canadians Rebecca Mari¬ 
no and Stephanie Dubois 
advanced to the second 


round after posting their 
first career wins at the All 
England club. 

But Alelcsandra Woznialc 
of Blainville, Que., strug¬ 
gling with her comeback 
from an elbow injury, lost 
her first-round match to 
Czech Barbora Zahlavova 
Strycova 7-6 (7), 6-4. And 
Frank Dancevic of Niagara 
Falls, Ont., squandered two 
match points in a 3-6, 3-6, 6- 
4, 7-6 (6), 6-2 loss to Brazil¬ 
ian Ricardo Mello. 

Vancouver’s Marino de¬ 
feated Patricia Mayr- 
Achleitner of Austria 6-3, 
7-6(5).

The NHL board of 
governors has unanimous¬ 
ly approved the sale of the 
Atlanta Thrashers, paving 
the way for the club to 
move to Winnipeg for next 
season. 

True North Sports and 
Entertainment bought the 
team last month and 
announced it was bringing 
the Thrashers to 
Winnipeg, which lost the 
Jets to Phoenix after the 
1995-96 season. Yesterday’s 
vote by the board was the 
final hurdle in the process 
to relocate the team. 

The votes on the sale 
and the relocation were 
unanimous among the 
league’s owners. 

“We are very honoured 
by the NHL board of gover¬ 
nors’ unanimous decision 
today,” Mark Chipman, 
True North’s chairman of 
the board, said in a 
statement. 

“We know that the fans 
of this province have an 
appetite for NHL hockey 
that is rivalled by few in 
the league and intend to 
work very hard to make 
Manitobans proud of our 
franchise for years to 
come.” 

There was a different 
emotion in Atlanta. 

“It’s a sad day for hock¬ 
ey fans in Atlanta, but the 
franchise is going to a 
good place and run by 
good people,” Thrashers 
president Don Waddell 
said. “I wish them well, be¬ 
cause a lot of good people 
are going to go with 
them.”

The eAssist gets its energy supply from a 
115-volt lithium-ion battery that’s 
positioned behind the rear seat. 

The 29-lcilogram battery’s compact size 
means that the LaCrosse’s 60:40 split rear 
seat will still fold flat for additional stor¬ 
age as before (unlike some other hybrid 
models), but with only about a 15 per 
cent reduction in trunk space. 


Cooling things down 

Lithium-ion batteries tend to generate a 
lot of heat, as anyone who has ever oper¬ 
ated a laptop computer on their lap can 
readily attest. 

To help cool things down, an electric 
fan is used that draws air from a vent lo¬ 
cated on the parcel shelf behind the rear 
seat. According to Buiclc, the fan motor 
will not be noisy enough to disturb any 
passengers. 


Fuel economy 

Buiclc promises that the driving experience with 
the new hardware won’t differ from piloting a 
regular gas-engine model. 

But what will be different is the fuel economy 
rating that the LaCrosse is expected to generate: 
8.01/100 1cm in the city and 5.4 on the highway. 

Those numbers represent a significant 26 per 
cent improvement in city fuel economy and 16 
per cent on the highway over the 2011 LaCrosse’s 
10.8/6.5 city/highway rating.

Seekers of fuel-efficient 
mid- and full-size luxury 
sedans have had little 
choice but to shell out a 
hefty premium demanded 
by Lexus, BMW and Mer¬ 
cedes-Benz for a luxury 
gas-electric hybrid model. 


That’s about to change 
later this year when Gener¬ 
al Motors’ Buiclc division 
rolls out its 2012 LaCrosse 
equipped with the eAssist 
system. As the name im¬ 
plies, eAssist is an electri¬ 
fied helper motor that 
doesn’t independently 
power the car, but kicks in 
when the LaCrosse is accel¬ 
erating or heading up hill. 


But that’s only part of 
the story, so much so that 
GM avoids using the term 
“hybrid.” 

The technology begins 
with a 15-horsepower liq¬ 
uid-cooled electric motor- 
generator that replaces the 
LaCrosse’s traditional al¬ 
ternator. Beyond providing 
power enrichment for the 
182-horsepower 2.4-litre 


four-cylinder gas engine 
when needed, the genera¬ 
tor also automatically 
shuts it down anytime the 
car comes to a stop. 

It also cuts off the en¬ 
gine’s fuel supply whenev¬ 
er the car is decelerating, 
while maintaining power 
to the braking, steering 
and other electronic con¬ 
trols. Pretty slick stuff.

Though the Jeep Compass 
wasn’t a diehard mud¬ 
slinger like its siblings, it in¬ 
tended to attract a new 
buyer to the brand with its 
fuel efficiency, city-friendly 
sizing and promise of af¬ 
fordable adventure. 

All models got standard 
four-cylinder power and 
front wheel drive. The larg¬ 
er, 2.4-litre, 172 horsepower 
engine is typically pre¬ 
ferred. Compass could be 
fitted with an “intelligent” 
AWD system that featured a 
driver-lockable centre dif¬ 
ferential for enhanced trac¬

tion. Transmission choices 
were a manual five-speed 
box or a Continually Vari¬ 
able Transmission (CVT). 

Look for features like 
heated seats, Bluetooth, 
premium audio, a sunroof 
and multimedia connectivi¬ 
ty. A household power out¬ 
let was also available, and 
split-folding seats enhanced 
cargo capacity when re¬ 
quired. Sizing was in the 
same ballpark as a Toyota 
Matrix, Dodge Caliber or 
Mazda 3. 

End of the day, compact 
driving dynamics, fuel effi¬ 


ciency and versatility 
moved the Compass from 
dealer lots more than off¬ 
road prowess, though Com¬ 
pass was capable of light to 
moderate off-road work as 
needed. 

What owners like 

Manoeuvrability, flexibility, 
all-season traction with 4x4 
models and styling, all 
seem to be rated positively 
by the majority of Compass 
owners. Car-lilce ride quali¬ 
ty, the up-level stereo and 
fuel mileage were also 


praised. 

What owners dislike 

Owner-stated complaints 
tend to centre around 
cheap interior plastics, slug¬ 
gish performance from 
models with the CVT trans¬ 
mission, road noise, blind 
spots and limited ground 
clearance and off-road abili¬ 
ties. 

Common issues 

When test-driving a used 
Compass, “listen” to the ve¬ 
hicle’s front end for signs of 
clunking, popping or grind¬ 


ing sounds while steering 
or travelling over bumps. 
Unwelcome noises could in¬ 
dicate a worn-out suspen¬ 
sion component, and 
numerous owners have re¬ 
ported premature wear of 
these parts. Driveability is¬ 
sues with the CVT transmis¬ 
sion, including reduced or 
sluggish acceleration, could 
be a computer-related prob¬ 
lem fixed by rebooting or 
re-flashing the vehicle’s 
computer brain. Grinding 
sounds from the CVT trans¬ 


mission, or a bucking or 
“jerking” sensation when 
decelerating, could be signs 
of trouble. Opt for a manu¬ 
al-equipped model where 
possible. 

Finally, check the ceiling 
liner around the map 
lights, as well as carpeting 
in the front footwells for 
signs of moisture — which 
could indicate a leaky sun¬ 
roof or drain tubes. 

The verdict 

Low resale values, good 
mileage and family-ready 
versatility will be the pri¬ 
mary draws to the Jeep 
Compass in the used mar¬ 
ket. Shoppers seeking out a 
model with a manual trans¬ 
mission and a clean bill of 
health from a Chrysler- 
trained mechanic should 
enjoy fairly solid reliability 
and affordable all-season 
driving confidence.
